Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  complete  Report  on  the  Health 
of  Morecambe  for  the  Year  1925  The  important  Summary  Table  was 
delivered  early  in  July. 

The  Report  is  a  Survey  of  the  five  years  1921 — 1925,  and  has  been 
prepared  on  the  lines  of  Circular  648  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
modified  only  to  preserve  the  excellent  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
intact  and  to  avoid  reduplications. 


The  Genera!  Death-rate  and  the  Infantile  Mortality  have  been 
markedly  reduced. 

Inspections  of  Food,  especially  of  Meat,  have  increased  enor¬ 
mously,  and  the  work  has  been  most  efficiently  performed. 

Similar  remarks  apply  to  Nuisance  Inspections. 

The  method  for  the  Control  of  Infectious  Diseases  has  maintained 
the  high  standard  which  has  obtained  for  years,  and  in  this  we  always 
receive  valuable  co-operation  of  the  School  Teachers. 

The  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases,  whilst  holding  far  more  than 

the  regulation  number  of  beds,  and  being  so  well  managed,  calls,  as 
previously  reported,  for  alterations  and  additions. 

The  Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  and  the  Collection  of  Refuse 
and  its  Disposal  are  at  present  having  deep  consideration,  and  they 
require  it. 

Slaughter-houses  have  been  much  improved,  and  Bakehouses  are, 
almost  all,  in  good  condition. 

The  Staff  of  The  Health  Department  have  to  work  at  top  speed  for 
long  hours  in  order  to  carry  out  the  ever-increasing  duties,  especially 
those  imposed  by  recent  Acts  and  Orders.

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PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL  CHARACTER  OF 

THE  AREA, 

Tlie  Borough  of  Morecambe  is  in  Latitude  54o  4'  15"  and  Longi¬ 
tude  2o  51'.  Situated  on  the  southern  and  somewhat  eastern  side  of 
Morecambe  Bay,  and  rests  chiefly  on  rich  deposits  of  alluvium,  and, 
in  parts,  sand  and  gravels.  In  front,  beyond  the  beautiful  Bay,  are 
the  Lake  Mountains  ;  behind  are  the  County  Town  of  Lancaster  and 
fertile  moorlands  backed  by  parts  of  the  Pennines..  The  chief 
geological  formation  of  the  contiguous  country  to  the  North  and  East 
is  of  the  Millstone  Grits,  but  along  the  coast  and  the  river  valleys  it 
is  rich  alluvium  or  bolder  clay  of  an  extremely  fertile  nature  all  round. 
Torrisholme  Barrow  is  probably  the  highest  point  in  Morecambe,  and 
apart  from  its  historical  value  it  affords  magnificent  views  of  the  Bay 
and  surrounding1  country. 

Contiguous  Sanitary  Districts  are  Lancaster  Borough  and  Lan¬ 
caster  Rural. 

Railways,  Roads,  &ca  The  L.M.S.  (Midland  and  L..  &  N.W. 
amalgamated)  serve  the  Borough  with  three  stations,  two  of  which  are 
large  and  centrally  placed.  This  rail  service  to  and  from  the  Lanca¬ 
shire  towns  and  beyond  has  for  a  length  of  time  been  inefficient  as 
regards  the  changes  ’’  on  route  and  the  time  taken  from  these 
towns  to  Morecambe. 

Fortunately,  Road  Motor  Transit  has  increased  by  “  leaps  and 
bounds  ”  in  recent  times,  and  a  new,  most  servicable,  and  beautiful 
road  has  been  made  from  Lancaster  right  on  the  Promenade  at  More¬ 
cambe,  and  the  old  main  road  has  been  completely  remodelled  and 
brought  up  to  the  requirements  of  present-day  heavy  motor  traffic. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

(See  full  facts  under  Census  1921.) 

Morecambe  is  a  flourishing  Seaside  Health  and  Pleasure  Resort. 
Its  chief  business  is  Catering  primarily  for  the  numerous  Health 
Seekers  who  arrive  in  increasing  numbers,  many  of  whom  have 
become  regular  residents ;  and  also  for  a  holiday  people,  which,  in 
the  height  of  the  season,  reach,  as  a  night  population  65,000,  and  a 
day  population  of  an  average  90,000. 

The  ancient  industry— Fishing— is  represented  now  directly  by 
137  active  workers. 

The  number  of  persons  (Census  1921)  “  Unoccupied  or  Retired  ” 
— males,  1,019  ;  females,  6,367.

So  Morecambe’ s  population  for  1925  is  less  by  20  than  in  the 
immediately  preceding-  year. 

On  the  night  of  the  19th — 20th  June,  1921,  the  General  Census  was 
taken.  Then  it  was  found  that  the  populaton  of  Morecambe  was 
19,178.  Afterwards  the  General  Census  was  “  corrected”  and  More- 
•cambe’s  population  dropped  from  19,178  to  13,160 — a  reduction  of 
5,568.  So  it  was  computed  that  on  the  night  19th  and  20th  June, 
1921,  we  had  no  less  than  5,568  visitors  (non-residents)  in  Morecambe. 

The  Census  Returns.  Chiefly  for  public  health  reasons:  age  and 
sex  distribution  in  the  various  localities,  occupations,  &c.  These 
returns  are  presented  hereunder,  and — note  this  particularly — they 
refer  to  the  Actual  Population  of  Morecambe  on  the  night  in  June 
.indicated  a  night  which  is,  according-  to  the  experiences  of  most, 
quite  anterior  to  the  onset  of  the  Morecame  Season. 

Qualification; — Nevertheless,  the  following-  paragraph  taken  from 
the  Official  Report  must  be  kept  in  view. 

“  In  this  connection  attention  is  drawn  particularly  to  the 
following  towns  in  the  County  of  Lancaster  in  which  the  propor¬ 
tion  of  visitors  at  the  Census  was  unduly  large,  and  in  which  the 
Census  Population  is  materially  in  excess  of  the  estimated 
population.”

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA. 


N.B. — Much  of  the  information  under  this  and  subsequent 
sections  is  clearly  and  concisely  placed  in  the  Sum¬ 
mary  Report,  and  in  the  Special  Report  of  the  Sani¬ 
tary  Inspectors.  Therefore  it  is  unnecessary  to 
burden  this  report  with  mere  repetitions. 

Hospitals  provided  or  subsidized  by  the  Local  Authority  or 
by  the  County  Council.  Under  this  heading  there  is  but  one  in 
the  Borough  and  this  is  the  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases,  built, 
administered,  and  supported  entirely  by  the  Morecambe  Corpora¬ 
tion.  This  hospital  has  two  blocks,  the  upper  (and  smaller) 
primarily  for  Small-pox.  The  lower  and  larger  is  used  for 
Scarlatina;  occasionally  one  of  the  wards  has  been  used  for 
Diphtheria.  Total  number  of  beds  =  36,  plus  3  cots.  Its 
situation  is  ideal.  There  is  a  staff  all  the  year  round,  though  it 
has  often  been  patient-free  for  lengthened  periods.  The  regula¬ 
tion  staff  is  one  matron,  two  probationers,  one  cook,  one  ward 
maid,  and  a  washerwoman — the  whole  under  a  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent,  who  is  also  the  M.O.BL  The  hospital  has  been  fortunate 
in  its  Matrons,  particularly  the  present  one,  Miss  Storey. 

Now,  however  well  the  hospital  has  succeeded  in  the  demands 
thrown  upon  it,  facts,  as  stated  in  foregoing  annual  reports, 
demand  certain  changes,  e.g.,  in  the  administrative  portion,  the 
sanitary  offices,  lighting  and  heating  in  particular,  and  an 
additional  block  for  Diphtheria,  Typhoid,  etc. 

Patients  received  during  the  year:  25  Scarlet  Fever,  one 
Diphtheria. 

Noteworthy  is  the  very  high  intake  of  the  Scarlet  Fever 
Cases,  viz. :  96  per  cent,  of  the  total  notified. 

Mortality:  Nil;  1  in  1921,  and  none  during  the  previous  7 
years;  1  in  1915;  and  2  in  1914. 

Proposed  Joint  Fever  Hospital  for  the  Combined  Area,  in¬ 
cluding  Lancaster  Borough,  Lancaster  Rural,  Carnforth  Urban, 
Heysham  Urban  and  Morecambe  Borough.  This  proposal, 
which  was  suggested  many  years  ago,  has  been  well  received 
by  all  parties,  and  certain  difficulties,  such  as  diseases  to  be 
admitted  and  financial  obligations,  can  be  surmounted.  I 
believe  this  very  necessary  advance  will  mature. 
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Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres.  The  Lancashire  County 
•Council  control  the  work  associated  with  Child  Welfare,  Tuber¬ 
culosis,  and  to  some  extent,  Venereal  Disease  in  this  district.  All 
the  Medical  Officers  and  Nurses  are  specialists  in  their  particular 
branches,  and  the  whole  work  has  proved  to  be  on  the  highest 
plane  of  efficiency. 

Tuberculosis.  Morecambe  is  within  the  County’s  system. 
The  centre  for  the  area,  including  Morecambe,  is  in  Middle  Street, 
Lancaster,  where  also  is  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary.  Two 
Medical  Officers  with  a  nursing  and  visiting  staff  are  in  action. 
There  is  much  notifying,  visiting,  and  examining  of  patients, 
reporting,  etc.,  all  most  efficiently  and  harmoniously  carried  out 
to  the  great  benefit  of  the  sufferers  and  the  public  health. 

Venereal  Diseases.  The  County  Council  has  met  very 
successfully  the  huge  call  for  investigation,  diagnosing,  and  the 
most  up-to-date  treatment  known.  The  powerful  aid  is  recog¬ 
nised,  and  local  medical  practitioners  eagerly  accept  the  facilities 
'offered  on  behalf  of  their  clients.  Properly  qualified  treatment  is 
offered  free  of  charge  at  various  places,  e.g.,  Barrow,  Preston, 
etc.,  and  antidotes,  e.g.,  Salvarsan,  etc.,  are  supplied,  free  of  cost, 
"to  suitable  local  medical  men  for  use  in  their  own  districts. 
There  is  now  not  the  slightest  obstacle  to  any  sufferer  having  at 
first  hand  the  very  best  diagnosis  and  treatment. 

Day  Nurseries.  One,  voluntarily  supported.  Is,  and  has 
been,  a  boon  to  mothers  and  children,  especially  to  mothers  who 
go  out  to  day-work  and  to  visitors.  It  is  a  great  success. 

School  Clinics^ — none  at  present.  One  is  being  initiated,  but 
progress  is  very  slow  indeed. 

Re  Hospitals  for  Tuberculosis.  The  County  Medical  Officers 
previously  mentioned  sort  out  the  cases  notified,  and  those  who 
•qualify  for  institutional  treatment  are  transferred  for  certain 
periods  to  such  Tuberculosis  Hospitals  as  High  Carley,  Meathop, 
Luneside,  and  even  to  others  at  a  greater  distance  if  necessity 
demands,  e.g.,  Lupus  cases  for  “  light  ”  treatment,  certain 
deformity  cases,  etc.  But  there  is  no  institution  in  this  section 
in  this  Borough. 

Ab.  extra,  some  cases,  e.g.,  Tuberculous  Glands,  abscesses, 
and  others  inevitably  reach  the  Morecambe  Cottage  Hospital, 
which,  however,  receiving  none  but  voluntary  support,  successful 
from  its  creation,  has  surmounted  great  difficulties,  and  has 
gradually  ascended  to  the  triumphant  position  in  which  we  find 
it  to-day. 

There  is  no  Institutional  Provision  for  unmarried  mothers, 
illegitimate  infants  and  homeless  children  in  the  area. 

As  regards  Ambulance  Facilities:  For  Infectious  Cases. 
For  Non-Infectious  and  Accident  Cases.  First  Class. 
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The  Corporation  Brougham-Ambulance  for  Infectious  Disease' 
is  just  the  thing  for  a  Health  Resort,  and  has  proved  its  worth. 

The  Motor  Ambulance  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association 
deals  with  the  other  class  most  expeditiously  and  efficiently.  And 
1  wish  to  pay  a  tribute  to  this  Association’s  great  achievement  in 
this  town.  I  have  had  intimate  experience  of  its  activities  since 
its  formation,  and  the  whole  has  been  uniformly  excellent. 


NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  HOSPITALS,  AND  OTHER 

INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE  FOR  THE  DISTRICT. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home: — (a)  Bor  General. 

Diseases;  (b)  for  such  Infectious  Diseases  as  Measles,  etc.,  and 
others  which  are  not  received  into  our  Bever  Hospital.  Neither 
the  Local  Authority  nor  the  County  Council  provide  for  either 
class.  This  is  performed  chiefly  privately,  either  ‘‘trained”  or 
otherwise,  and,  excepting  in  recognised  Infections  Diseases,  by 
our  renowned  District  Nursing  Association.  There  is  m>  financial 
grant  or  aid — so  far  as  X  know — or  schemes  of  co-ordination  be¬ 
tween  the  local  or  other  authority  and  the  District  Nursing 
Association. 

Nurses  of  the  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Association  occasionally 
Act,  and  though  they  cannot  be  described  as  “  professional 
they  are  of  value. 

Midwives:  On  31st  Dec.,  1925,  the  number  of  the  Register: 
7.  The  number  actually  practising :  7.  All  are  under  the  control 
of  the  County  Council.  It  is  a  pleasure  to-  note  the  continued 
excellence  of  our  midwives.  No  subsidy  by  Local  Authority. 

Chemical  Work:  In  recent  years  the  Water  Supply  has 
not  been  analysed  by  experts.  Prior  to  this  it  used  to  be  ex¬ 
amined  fully  and  frequently  by  your  M.O.H.  It  is  kept  under 
constant  observation,  and  no  illness  has  ever  been  caused  by 
it  to  my  knowledge.  When  required  it  will  be  sent  to  a 
well-known  Research  Laboratory,  such  as  that  of  the  County 
Council  at  Liverpool  or  Preston. 

Ice  Cream :  Six  Samples  have  been  analysed.  All  were 
free  from  poisonous  metals  and  borate  preservative.  One 
(No.  487)  was  very  poor  in  milk  fat  (0.55  per  cent.),  and  also 
contained  a  deposit  of  fibrous  particles  of  vegetable  matter. 
The  remaining  samples  appeared  quite  clean. 

Bacteriological  analysis:  Sputa,  39;  Throat  Swabs,  30. 
Results : — 

Sputa .  Positive,  6;  Negative,  33. 

Throat  Swabs  .  Positive,  3;  Negative,  27, 
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For  “Legislation  in  force,”  “Particulars  as  to  the  Co¬ 
operation  of  the  Local  Authority  with  National  Health  Insur¬ 
ance,  Voluntary  Hospitals,  and  the  Poor  Law  or  other 
agencies,”  see  Summary  Table. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water:  It,  is  a  bright,  well  cerated  remarkably  pure  soft 
water,  constantly  and  abundantly  supplied  to  all  the  dwelling- 
houses  in  the  area  direct,  through  Lancaster,  from  the  source 
which  is  chiefly  in  the  Millstone  grits. 

In  the  past,  the  analyses  have,  on  average,  shown  facts 
around  the  one  now  presented: — Total  hardness:  One  degree 
(Clark).  In  parts  per  100,000: —  Free  or  Saline  Ammonia, 
0.002 ;  Albuminoid  Ammonia,  0.004 ;  Nitrates  in  terms  of 
Nitrogen,  trace;  Chlorides  in  terms  of  Chlorine,  1.10;  Oxygen 
absorbed  in  15  minutes,  trace ;  Oxygen  absorbed  in  4  hours, 
0.040  ;  total  solids  at  100  degrees  C.,  10.0;  Copper,  Lead  and 
Zinc  absent. 

There  has  been  no  evidence  of  contamination. 

Rivers  and  Streams:  None. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage  (See  also  “Summary  Table”  and 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report). 

The  Drains  receive  special  attention,  and  though  there  is 
much  drain-testing  it  is  not  sufficient,  and  is  less  than  ob¬ 
tained  some  years  ago.  In  my  opinion  all  new  ones  should 
stand  strict  tests  before  being  covered  in;  mere  inspection  will 
not  suffice.  Old  drains  are  tested  after  defects  have  been 
noticed.  There  are  old  drains  which  can  hardly  be  located 
except  by  experiments. 

Sewers:  Backing\jjp  from  these  during  heavy  rain  is  a 
source  of  many  complaints,  chiefly  from  Victoria  Street  and 
other  parts  in  Central  Morecambe,  and  in  parts  of  the  West 
End.  Whether  this  is  due  to  insufficient  flushing  or  insuffi¬ 
cient  capacity  of  the  sewers  or  storage  culverts,  or  from  other 
causes  one  is  unable  to  say,  but  the  fact  is  some  of  the  sewers, 
at  the  times  stated,  do  become  overcharged,  with  consequent 
“flooding”  of  .cellars,  etc.  This  is  very  serious — not  only  as  a 
danger  to  the. public  health,  but  often  a  severe  monetary  loss 
to  the  persons  affected. 

Sewage  Disposal:  Continues  to  be  Dual.  Closed  Septic 
Tanks.  A  small  proportion  direct  to  the  Sea.  The  Disposal 
is  unsatisfactory:  no  sewerage  ought  to  be  sent  out  untreated

direct  to  the  Bay,  and  the  Tanks,  apparently,  are  not  perform¬ 
ing  their  intended  function. 

Closet  Accommodation  at  end  of  1925:  A  full  statement, 
with  figures,  are  given  in  the  Summary  Table. 

Scavenging:  In  addition  to  the  statements  made  in  the 
Summary  Table,  and  in  the  fuller  account  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  report,  at  times  the  Refuse  is  not  removed  as  early 
in  the  day  as  it  ought  to  be;  and,  certainly,  fishmongers’  and 
shrimp-pickers’  refuse  must  have  more  special  attention, 
especially  by  these  persons. 

The  Standard  Dust  Bin  is  now,  after  much  trouble,  the 
vogue,  and  soon  most  houses,  etc.,  will  possess  them. 

The  Refuse  Destructor  is  suffering  from  sad  wear  and 
tear,  and  is  becoming  more  incompetent  daily.  It  will  soon  be 
beyond  repair.  The  Corporation  are  about  to  purchase  a 
new  and  up-to-date  model. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area:  The  General  Inspections 
and  numerous  Special  Inspections  have  been  made.  They  are 
given  in  detail  in  the  Summary  Table  and  the  Sanitary  Inspec¬ 
tor’s  Report. 

This  section  of  the  duties  of  the  whole  of  the  Staff  of  the 
Health  Committee  increases  by  leaps  and  bounds  as  you  will 
see;  e.g.,  no  less  than  1,353  visits  have  been  made  to  Slaughter¬ 
houses,  112  to  other  food  premises  (excluding  Slaughter¬ 
houses),  84  to  Cowsheds,  Dairies,  etc;  over  180  to  Drains;  684 
re  Scavenging  and  Cleansing.  Many  more  than  usual  with 
respect  to  Housing,  especially  old  property,  caravans  and 
bungalows. 

Smoke  Abatement:  No  need  in  Morecambe.

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THE  SCHOOLS. 

These  are  under  constant  observation,  more  especially 
those  over  which  there  is  great  and  direct  control,  viz.,  The 
Public  Elementary  Schools.  Of  these,  all  are  satisfactory — 
some  excellently  so — sanitarily.  All  are  supplied  with 

superior  water  in  abundance — and  all  have  W.C.’s  on  water 
carriage  system.  The  exception  mentioned  above  has  fre¬ 
quently  been  reported,  and  very  little  indeed  has  been  done 
to  remedy  the  defects — they  stand  to-day  eondmned. 

As  regards  the  exclusion  from  School  of  scholars  associa¬ 
ted  with  infectious  diseases  of  all  kinds  (Notifiable  or  not), 
and  School  Closure,  we  have  always  acted  on  the  Joint  Memor¬ 
andum.  In  this  we  have  always  been  materially  aided  by  the 
Teachers  and  the  School  Attendance  Officer,  etc. 

School  Closure,  1925:  Infants’  Departments  of  the 
National  and  Central  Schools  closed  as  from  30/3/25  for  three 
weeks  on  account  of  Whooping  Cough. 


HOUSING. 

To  avoid  reiteration  refer  to  the  very  exhaustive  account 
presented  in  the  Summary  Table  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Report.  I  must  add,  however,  that  many  people  who  cannot 
buy  their  houses  have  felt  an  awful  sense  of  insecurity,  fearing 
the  dread  of  losing  their  homes,  coupled  with  the  extreme  diffi¬ 
culty  of  finding  new  ones.  There  is,  undoubtedly,  a  sad 
shortage  of  houses,  and  especially  for  the  Working  Classes. 
The  first  call  is  to  provide  homes  for  those  who  live  in  houses 
which  have  been,  now  and  for  some  years,  condemned  as  unfit 
for  human  habitation,  and  at  a  reasonable  rent. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Again  please  refer  to  the  Summary  Table  and  the  Sani¬ 
tary  Inspector’s  Reports. 

(a)  Milk  Supply:  Whilst  work  of  inspecting  under  this 
section  has  materially  increased  during  the  past  few  years ; 
it  is  incomplete  and  not  sufficiently  searching.  Recent  legis¬ 
lation  adds  much  to  the  duties  of  the  Health  Department — a 
Department  which  is  already  working  full  blast  and  often  at 
irregular  hours. 

Nevertheless  the  determination  is  to  speed  up,  especially 
with  reference  to  Milk  Analysis — Chemical,  and,  what  is  of 
much  greater  import,  Bacteriological.  During  recent  years 
the  analyses  have  been  of  examples  taken  by  the  Constabu¬ 
lary. 
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Iii  short,  the  whole  supply  must  be,  and  will  be,  more 
thoroughly  inspected  and  guarded. 

(b)  Meat:  An  enormous  amount  of  very  excellent  work 
has  been  carried  out  this  year.  No  less  than  8,793  animals 
have  been  properly  examined,  and  at  times  of  slaughtering  and 
quite  approximate  thereto. 

By  arrangement  a  Veterinary  Surgeon  is  available  in  cer¬ 
tain  special  cases. 

Recent  developments  in  private  Slaughter-houses  make 
the  call  for  a  Public  Abattoir  less  urgent. 

(c  to  f)  As  to  “Other  Foods,”  Bakehouses,  Condemned 
Food,  etc.,  see  “Summary.” 

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 

(Summary  Table  and  Others.) 

The  Control  of  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  has  always 
been  as  thorough  as  possible;  in  fact,  it  is  and  has  been  a 
leading  line  followed  up  to  our  fullest  capacity  (See  under 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital). 

In  addition  to  the  information  set  forth  in  the  Summary, 
the  following  tables  of  comparisons  are  presented  hereunder : 

But  prior  to  these  one  must  mention  the  number  of  noti¬ 
fied  cases  of  the  following  Infectious  Diseases  during  the  52 
weeks  ended  2nd  January,  1925,  were : — 

The  case  rate  per  1,000  living,  Morecambe :  Small  Pox,  0 ; 
Scarlet  Fever,  26 ;  Diphtheria,  6 ;  Enteric  Fever,  0 ;  Puerperel 
Fever,  0;  Erysipelas,  4.  The  figures  for  England  and  Wales 
were:  Small  Pox,  0.14;  Scarlet  Fever,  2.36;  Diphtheria,  1.23; 
Enteric  Fever,  0.07 ;  Puerperal  Fever,  0.06 ;  Erysipelas,  0.39. 

With  respect  to  certain  Infectious  Diseases  which  are  not 
compulsorily  notified  here,  e.g.,  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and 
Chicken  Pox,  our  system  has  the  alert  and  capable  and  con- 
stand  aid  of  our  Head  Teachers  in  the  Public  Elementary 
Schools,  etc. 

And,  as  to  Tuberculosis,  the  County  Scheme  is  in  opera¬ 
tion  here.  In  this,  as  in  all  their  work,  including  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare,  Venereal  Diseases  in  this  Borough,  their 
work  has,  and  from  the  commencement,  been  of  a  high  order — 
the  affected  persons  receive  the  best  available  treatment  and 
advice  coupled  with  facilities  which  are  much  appreciated.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  (See  Summary). 

This  portion  of  the  Public  Health  Administration  in  this 
Borough  is,  like  Tuberculosis,  and,  in  the  main,  Venereal  Dis¬ 
eases,  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Council. 
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It  is  popular  because  it  is  conducted  by  well-qualified  and 
prominent  enthusiasts,  who  demonstrate  their  skill  and  diplo¬ 
macy  at  one  and  the  same  time.  Attention  is  focussed  on  the 
delicate  children,  and  even  healthy  ones  are  overhauled  once 
a  month.  Short  lectures — in  popular  vein — are  given  to 
mothers,  patterns  of  babies’  clothing  are  provided,  and  there 
is  a  gratuitous  distribution  of  milk  (fresh  and  dried)  to  neces¬ 
sitous  cases. 

I  understand  the  Ante-Natal  Work  is  being  extended.

Public  Health  Acts — Defects  generally  remedied  by  informal 
action  by  officers  of  L.A.  (b)  The  Housing  Acts — The  houses 
dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Acts  are  usually  those  requiring 
Closing  ’Orders. 

(3)  Difficulties  found  in  remedying  unfitness,  either  under  the 
Public  Health  Acts  or  under  Section  3  of  the  Housing  Act,  1925 — - 
None. 

Special  measures  taken  or  suggested:  — 

(a)  An  special  action  to  secure  improved  management  of  property 
by  owners — No  special  action  required. 

(b)  Better  care  of  property  by  tenants — The  majority  of  tenants 
are  also  the  owners  and  usually  look  after  their  houses. 
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(c)  The  gradual  carrying  out  of  repairs  according  to  agreed 
arrangements — Arrangements  made  when  requqired. 

(d)  Any  special  method  of  dealing  with  unfit  back-to-back  houses,, 
or  other  types  of  insanitary  property— There  are  only  one  or 
two  back-to-back  houses.  These  and  other  insanitary  properties 
are  for  demolition.

To  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  the  Chairman,  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  of  the  Borough  of  Morecambe. 

We  beg  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Sani¬ 
tary  Work  carried  out  during  1925. 

The  work  has  generally  been  of  the  customary  nature, 
such  as  privy  conversions,  the  inspection  of  premises  under 
the  Housing  Acts,  Rent  Restrictions  Act  and  Public  Health 
Acts,  and  the  inspection  of  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  Milkshops, 
Slaughter  Houses,  Bakehouses,  Factories  and  Workshops, 
Offensive  Trade  premises,  and  premises  infested  with  rats  and 
mice. 

A  large  amount  of  food  inspection  has  been  done  during 
the  year. 

The  testing  of  old  drains  when  required  has  occupied  a 
large  amount  of  time;  the  inspection  of  new  drains  and  sani¬ 
tary  fittings  on  works  which  are  not  the  subject  of  a  plan 
is  also  carried  out  by  this  Department. 

The  work  has  been  largely  increased  by  the  application 
of  new  legislation  such  as  the  Morecambe  Corporation  Act, 
1924,  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924,  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Order,  1925,  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act, 
1925  (in  force  from  1st  September,  1925),  and  new  Housing 
and  Public  Health  Acts. 

Owing  to  the  large  proportion  of  owner-occupiers  of 
houses  (estimated  at  about  75  per  cent.),  a  large  number  of 
nuisances  are  abated  without  the  service  of  notices,  a  verbal 
intimation  of  our  requirements  usually  being  sufficient. 

For  the  same  reason,  the  Department  is  often  called  upon 
to  act  in  an  advisory  capacity,  and  we  frequently  visit  pre¬ 
mises  where  alterations  are  proposed  at  the  request  of  owners 
for  that  purpose.  This  system  is  encouraged,  as  it  helps  to 
avoid  future  trouble  and  promotes  a  feeling  of  goodwill.  . 
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Offensive  Trades. 

There  have  been  no  additions  during  the  year  to  the  num¬ 
ber  of  premises  registered,  but  one  transfer  has  been  effected.

All  have  been  visited  regularly  and  are  kept  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  condition. 

Section  44  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  has  not  been 
adopted  in  the  Borough,  but  as  the  provisions  of  Section  69 
of  the  Morecambe  Corporation  Act,  1924,  are  identical,  any 
additional  licenses  will  be  granted  for  a  limited  period  only. 

A  legal  definition  of  “fish  frier’ ’  is  required,  as  practi¬ 
cally  all  restaurants  fry  fish  to  some  extent  or  other.  The 
question  is  apparently  one  of  “fact  and  degree,”  and  is  some¬ 
what  puzzling.  Generally  it  is  only  the  proprietor  of  the  fish 
and  chip  shop  who  is  compelled  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the 
Local  Authority,  although  there  is  nothing  to  stop  him  fry¬ 
ing  and  selling  “'chips”  alone  without  such  consent.  As  both 
chips  and  fish  are  fried  in  fat,  and  are  equally  likely  to  create 
a  nuisance  in  the  cooking  process,  it  is  difficult  to  understand 
the  reason  for  the  distinction. 

Slaughter-houses,  Meat  Inspection,  etc. 

The  position  with  regard  to  slaughter-houses  is  much  im¬ 
proved.  Licenses  have  been  issued  for  the  construction  of  two 
new  private  slaughter-houses  of  good  type  to  replace  those 
previously  condemned. 

This  reduces  the  total  number  and  centralises  practically 
all  the  killing  in  one  district.  All  the  premises  are  conducted 
in  a  satisfactory  manner.

The  quality  of  the  animals  killed  has  been  of  a  very  high 
order,  and  it  is  doubtful  if  an  higher  degree  is  attained  in 
any  other  town.  Freedom  from  disease  is  consequently  very 
marked  and  condemnations  are  rare. 

The  theory  that  the  quantity  of  meat  condemned  increases 
according  to  the  vigilance  of  the  Inspector  is  often  erroneous, 
as,  more  often  it  is  an  index  to  the  class  of  trade  carried  on. 
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Indeed,  in  those  towns  where  the  quantity  condemned  is  large, 
it  is  usually  found  that  it  varies  considerably  with  individual 
traders. 

The  Meat  Regulations,  so  far  as  slaughter-houses  are  con¬ 
cerned,  are  working  smoothly.

Potted  Meat  and  other  Food  Premises. 

All  premises  in  which  potted  or  preserved  meat  or  fish, 
etc.,  is  prepared  or  manufactured  are  registered  under  Section 
88  of  the  Moreeambe  Corporation  Act,  1924  (excluding  those 
coming  under  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Acts). 

Section  84  of  the  same  Act  provides  for  the  sanitary  con¬ 
dition  of  all  food  premises,  and  includes  hotels,  boarding¬ 
houses  (where  more  than  six  persons  are  lodged),  and  restaur¬ 
ants,  etc.  The  provisions  are  somewhat  similar  to  those  in 
Section  72  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925.  Section  85  im¬ 
poses  additional  conditions  on  the  vendors  of  ice-cream,  and 
provides  for  the  seizure  and  destruction  of  ice-cream  from 
premises  on  which  infectious  disease  has  occurred,  either  in 
the  case  of  residents  or  employees.

The  premises  are  generally  kept  in  a  satisfactory  con¬ 
dition. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops;  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts; 

Tuberculosis  Order,  etc. 

The  bulk  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  Borough  is  produced  in 
the  surrounding  districts,  and  is  brought  in  by  motor  or  cart 
and  either  sold  to  roundsmen  or  retailed  direct.  Only  a 
small  proportion  is  sold  from  shops  and  other  premises. 
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As  regards  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts,  these  are  adminis¬ 
tered  jointly  by  the  Police  and  this  Department.  Generally 
the  Police  work  the  Foot  and  Mouth  Diseases  Orders,  etc., 
and  in  our  duties  as  Meat  Inspectors  we  look  out  for  suspici¬ 
ous  cases  of  that  disease  and  swine  fever,  etc. 

The  Tuberculosis  Order,  however,  is  left  with  us  on 
account  of  our  other  duties  concerning  the  milk  supply.  Dur¬ 
ing  our  inspections  of  cowsheds  we  are  able  to  look  out  for 
suspected  tubercular  cattle,  and  also  to  better  supervise  the 
disposal  of  cattle  slaughtered  under  the  Order. 

Milk  sampling  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  is  carried 
out  by  the  Police. 

The  Regulations  of  the  Local  Authority  for  the  control  of 
cowsheds  are  of  little  use,  as  cowsheds,  the  cattle  from  which 
are  grazed  out  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  are  exempted 
from  the  proAdsions  relating  to  cleanliness,  cubic  space,  etc. 
All  the  cowsheds  in  the  Borough  come  within  this  category.

Drainage. 

As  before,  drain  testing  has  taken  up  a  large  amount  of 
time.  Owing  to  the  large  number  oi  cellars  in  parts  of  the 
toAvn  and  the  clay  subsoil,  the  percolations  from  any  defec¬ 
tive  drains  usually  become  apparent.  Offensive  smells  and 
the  presence  of  rats  also  call  for  a  thorough  testing  of  drains, 
and  in  old  property  where  drains  are  laid  in  all  sorts  of  un¬ 
likely  places  this  takes  a  considerable  amount  of  time.  The 
work,  however,  is  worth  Avhile,  and  some  interesting  speci¬ 
mens  of  work  are  brought  to  light. 

As  a  rule  the  owner  takes  our  advice  on  the  matter  and 
drainage  systems  are  sometimes  entirely  re-modelled  and 
brought  up-to-date.  In  this  way  more  real  sanitary  work  is 
accomplished  than  could  be  done  by  the  mere  service  of  a 
notice.

Infection  and  Disinfection. 

Infectious  diseases  are  dealt  with  in  the  M.O.H.  ’s  Report. 
All  cases  are  visited  and  proper  arrangements  made  for  isola¬ 
tion.  Those  going  to  Hospital  are  removed  under  our  per¬ 
sonal  supervision. 

Disinfection  of  rooms  is  carried  out  by  means  of  formalin, 
by  either  the  spray  or  fumigating  methods,  or  both  combined. 

A  Washington-Ly on  Steam  Disinfector  is  used  for  bed¬ 
ding  and  clothing.

Scavenging  and  Gleansing. 

As  in  previous  years  this  work  is  carried  out  by  three 
Departments.  The  collection  of  house  and  shop  refuse  is 
under  the  supervision  of  this  Department.  The  disposal  of  it 
is  under  the  charge  of  the  Electrical  Engineer.  Street  SAveep- 
ing  and  gully  emptying  is  under  the  Borough  Surveyor. 

As  the  Destructor  is  in  a  rather  bad  way,  something  will 
have  to  be  done  Avith  the  question  of  disposal.  As  regards 
the  storage  of  house  refuse,  this  has  been  a  very  unsatisfactory 
feature  in  the  past.  Refuse  has  been  stored  in  all  kinds  of 
open  receptacles,  buckets,  boxes,  barrels,  etc.,  and  often  these 
were  left  on  the  street  kerb  for  collection. 
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The  provision  of  a. standard  dustbin  is  now  enforced  under 
Section  80  of  the  Moreeambe  Corporation  Act,  1924,  and  this 
work  is  going  on  steadily  and  systematically.  It  has,  how¬ 
ever,  to  be  sandwiched  in  with  the  other  work  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  is  not  proceeding  as  rapidly  as  one  would  like.

The  practice  of  removing  shop  refuse  free  of  charge  is  a 
subject  which  might  receive  the  attention  of  the  Committee. 
It  is  a  thorny  question,  but  undoubtedly  we  remove  a  lot  of 
refuse  for  which  a  charge  should  be  made. 

Housing. 

Housing  conditions  are  generally  good.  The  unusually 
high  proportion  of  owner-occupiers  results  in  the  majority  of 
houses  being  kept  in  good  repair,  most  people  taking  a  natural 
pride  in  their  own  property.  If  the  two  scheduled  insanitary 
areas  in  the  town  could  be  dealt  with  we  should  be  in  a  very 
favourable  position.  In  common  with  other  towns  there  is, 
of  course,  a  shortage,  especially  of  the  working-class  type  of 
house.  One  effect  of  this  shortage  is  to  be  found  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  fairly  large  houses,  formerly  used  as  boarding-houses, 
now  let  off  in  rooms  and  so-called  flats.  This  has  lead  to  a 
need  for  bye-laws  for  the  registration  and  control  of  these 
“houses-let-in-lodgings,  ”  and  the  powers  of  the  Local 
Authority  under  the  Housing  Act,  1925.  might  be  exercised  in 
this  direction. 

Railway  coach  dwellings  tend  to  decrease  in  number,  and 
will,  no  doubt,  further  decrease  as  the  period  for  which  they 
were  permitted  to  be  used  expires.  Practically  all  have  sep¬ 
arate  water  supply  laid  on  and  have  proper  W.C.  accommoda¬ 
tion. 

Structurally,  however,  some  leave  much  to  be  desired. 
With  regard  to  caravans,  these  are  perhaps  not  so  numerous 
as  formerly.  There  appears  to  be  less  tendency  on  the  part 
of  land  owners  to  let  their  land  for  this  purpose.  To  enforce 
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the  bye-laws  relating  to  water  supply,  etc.,  strictly  to  the 
letter  would  generally  result  in  their  becoming  a  permanent 
feature,  and  that  is  not  usually  the  object  aimed  at.  The  camps 
which  are  erected  from  time  to  time  during  the  summer  are 
generally  run  by  the  military  or  by  organised  bodies  such  as 
the  Boys’  Brigade,  Scouts,  etc.  Discipline  is  therefore  en¬ 
forced,  and  camp  sanitation  naturally  follows.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  assists  in  this  respect  by  the  free  removal  of  refuse  and 
latrine  contents.  This  service  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Housing  statistics  will  be  found  in  the  M.O.H.  ’s  Report- 

Two  houses  were  inspected  under  the  Rents  Restrictions 
Acts  on  application  for  certificates. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act. 

Work  under  this  Act  is  usually  of  an  advisory  nature, 
and  it  has  therefore  become  necessary  to  learn  something  of 
the  art  of  rat-catching.  No  notices  have  been  served,  as  most 
people  are  only  too  anxious  to  get  rid  of  these  pests.  A  Rat 
Week  was  held  during  November  at  the  request  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  Concerted  action  for 
one  week  even  is  certainly  of  great  benefit,  but  a  persistent 
warfare  should  also  be  maintained  throughout  the  year  to  ob¬ 
tain  satisfactory  results. 

196  tins  of  rat  poison  and  rat  lime  were  given  out  during 
the  year  (chiefly  during  Rat  Week)  and  101  visits  were  paid 
to  infested  premises.
